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A kit comprising an oligonucleotide primer pair comprising a 
forward and reverse primer, each comprising between 13 and 
35 linked nucleotides in length wherein the forward primers 
comprises at least 70% sequence identity with SEQ ID NO: 
1465 and the reverse primer comprises at least 70% sequence 
identity with SEQ ID NO: 1466. Furthermore, the kit above 
comprising additional primer pairs for detection of 
Staphylococcus aureus and kits in which primers have been 
mass modified. 
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A kit comprising an oligonucleotide primer pair comprising a 
forward and reverse primer, each comprising between 13 and 
35 linked nucleotides in length wherein the forward primers 
comprises at least 70% sequence identity with SEQ ID NO: 
1467 and the reverse primer comprises at least 70% sequence 
identity with SEQ ID NO: 1468. Furthermore, the kit above 
comprising additional primer pairs for detection of 
Staphylococcus aureus and kits in which primers have been 
mass modified. 
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A kit comprising an oligonucleotide primer pair comprising a 
forward and reverse primer, each comprising between 13 and 
35 linked nucleotides in length wherein the forward primers 
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identity with SEQ ID NO: 1470. Furthermore, the kit above 
comprising additional primer pairs for detection of 
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mass modified. 
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
